Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  forward  my  annual  report  for  1940.  Most  of  the  statistics  have 
been  necessarily  divided  into  two  groups  ; for  the  six  months  up  to  the  evacua- 
tion, and  for  the  six  months  subsequent  to  the  evacuation,  as  not  only  was  the 
population  nearly  halved,  but  the  age  distribution  was  also  altered. 

The  crude  death  rates  were  higher  than  in  the  previous  years,  as  would  be 
expected  from  the  migration  of  large  numbers  of  young  people,  giving  a larger 
proportion  of  old  people  in  the  population.  No  corrected  death  rates  can  be 
given  for  this  reason,  as  the  factor  of  correction  will  now  be  smaller  than  before 
and  is  not  exactly  known. 

Causes  of  death  have  been  similarly  treated  so  that  some  comparison  may 
III. — 1941 
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be  possible  as  to  the  effect  of  the  altered  conditions  ; i.e.,  shortage  of  various 
food  stuffs,  such  as  meat  and  fat,  and  nervous  strain  due  to  fear. 

The  health  of  the  Island  was  on  the  whole  good  throughout  the  year,  and 
there  was  little  infectious  disease.  Owing  to  the  black-out  and  the  evacuation, 
cinemas,  etc.,  were  less  frequented,  and  so  the  chance  of  infection  decreased  ; 
and  there  is  no  doubt  that  in  ordinary  times  many  people  eat  far  too  much 
food,  although  of  course  the  shortage  of  food  is  bound  eventually  to  have 
detrimental  effects  to  our  health  and  resistance  to  disease.

The  increased  proportion  of  the  old  people  will  be  noted,  especially  in  the 
case  of  the  females,  nearly  a quarter  of  them  being  over  60,  and  the  halving  of 
the  proportion  of  the  population  under  19  years  of  age. 
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BIRTHS. 

In  the  first  six  months  there  were  400  births,  211  males  and  189  females,  a 
rate  of  18.6  per  1,000.  In  the  second  six  months  there  were  168  births,  84 
males  and  84  females,  a rate  of  14.0  per  1,000.  There  were  16  still  births  during 
the  year.  Illegitimate  children  numbered  33,  a rate  of  5.8  per  cent,  of  total 
births,  an  average  rate. 


DEATHS. 

In  the  first  six  months  there  were  334  deaths,  185  males  and  149  females> 
a rate  of  15.5  per  1,000.  In  the  second  six  months  there  were  179  deaths,  93 
males  and  86  females,  a rate  of  per  1,000.

MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  confinements. 

Under  the  Ordonnance  ayant  rapport  aux  Sages  Femmes,  medical  assis- 
tance was  sought  in  93  confinements,  79  before  the  evacuation  and  14  after. 
For  the  last  six  months  all  women  were  advised  to  enter  the  Emergency 
Hospital  for  their  confinements.

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INFANT  MORTALITY. 

In  the  first  six  months  there  were  20  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of 
age,  giving  a rate  of  52.5  per  1,000  live  births.  In  the  second  six  months  there 
were  6 deaths,  a rate  of  35.7  per  1,000. 

For  the  whole  year  the  rate  was  47.5  per  1,000. 


CANCER. 

In  the  first  six  months  there  were  34  deaths  from  Cancer,  giving  a rate  of 
1.5  per  1,000.  In  the  second  six  months  there  were  31  deaths,  a rate  of  2.5 
per  1,000. 

MARRIAGES. 

There  were  291  marriages  in  the  first  six  months,  a rate  of  13.5  per  1,000, 
and  72  marriages  in  the  second  six  months,  a rate  of  6.0  per  1,000. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


There  was  little  infectious  disease  during  the  year,  with  the  exception  of 
Encephalitis  and  Polio  myelitis,  of  which  there  was  a serious  outbreak  of  20 
cases  and  a small  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever.  Owing  to  the  evacuation  the 
number  of  children  coming  under  the  law  of  compulsory  inoculation  against 
Diphtheria  was  small,  and  the  number  inoculated  was  416.  Very  few  children 
coming  under  the  law  are  not  inoculated.  Warning  notices  have  been  sent  to 
these  parents  and  6 prosecutions  taken.  There  were  only  1 1 cases  of  Diphtheria, 
and  no  cases  after  June,  showing  the  efficacy  of  inoculation.

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TUBERCULOSIS. 

In  the  first  six  months  there  were  13  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  : Pul- 
monary, 10  ; non-Pulmonary,  3,  a rate  of  0.60,  0.46  and  0.14  per  1,000  re- 
spectively. 

For  the  second  six  months  there  were  10  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis, a rate  of  0.84  per  1,000,  which  is  nearly  double  the  rate  for  the  first  six 
months.  The  rates  for  1939  were  0.65,  0.62  and  0.02  per  1,000  respectively.

HOUSING. 

This  has  been  reduced  owing  to  the  war,  and  the  details  of  the  work  done 
are  given  in  the  report  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector. 

MILK  SUPPLIES. 

Numerous  visits  have  been  paid  to  farms,  and  constant  supervision  of  the 
milk  depots  has  been  maintained. 

Details  are  given  in  the  report  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector. 

For  samples  taken  during  the  first  six  months  the  average  fat  content  was 
4.49  per  cent,  and  the  non-fatty  solids  8.99  per  cent.  For  the  second  six 
months  the  average  fat  content  was  4.24  per  cent,  and  the  non-fatty  solids 
8.48  per  cent.  Considering  the  difficulty  of  feeding  the  cattle  during  the 
second  six  months,  I consider  the  milk  content  as  shown  by  the  analyses, 
highly  creditable.  The  cleanliness  of  the  milk  supplies  has  now  greatly  im- 
proved ; for  the  past  3 months  being  onlv  2 per  cent  dirty,  as  compared  with 
16  per  cent  for  the  previous  3 months. 


LABORATORY. 


There  were  381  examinations  carried  out,  including  95  for  Diphtheria, 
113  for  Tuberculosis,  142  for  Anthrax,  3 Urines,  19  for  Meningitis,  1 for  Malaria 
1 for  Vincent’s  Angina,  5 eye  smears,  1 for  Pernicious  Anaemia  and  one  for 
Dysentery.

MILK  AND  FOOD  ANALYSES. 

Figures  for  milk  and  food  analysis  will,  as  the  previous  tables,  be  divided 
into  two  half-yearly  groups. 

Four  samples  of  milk  and  one  of  butter  were  submitted  to  the  Royal 
Institute  of  Public  Health  and  Hygiene  for  analysis.  The  milk  samples  were 
taken  from  the  four  quarters  of  a cow  which  I suspected  to  be  suffering  from 
mastitis.  The  analysis  proved  that  each  quarter  was  heavily  infected  with 
haemolytic  streptococci.  The  cow  was  subsequently  destroyed.

Of  the  samples  taken  from  January  to  June  the  highest  fat  content  was 
7.6%  with  9.76%  solids  not  fat,  and  the  lowest  2.15%  fat  with  8.43%  solids  not 
fat.  The  average  for  the  total  number  of  samples  was  fat  4.49%  and  solids  not 
fat  8.99%.  Of  the  samples  taken  from  July  to  December  the  highest  fat 
content  was  6.7%  with  solids  not  fat  9.33%,  and  the  lowest  2.4%  fat  with 
5.84%  solids  not  fat.  The  average  for  the  total  number  of  samples  was  fat 
4.24%  and  solids  not  fat  8.48%. 

The  inspection  of  farms  has  continued  and  results  generally  have  been 
satisfactory.  The  Methylene  Blue  test  has  been  of  the  greatest  value  in  finding 
out  “ dirty  milks  ”.  In  many  cases  the  cause  of  a milk  discolouring  under  five 
hours  has  been  very  trivial — i.e.,  faulty  strainers  or  straining  milk  in  the  cow 
stable. 

Unfortunately  the  supply  of  filter  pads  used  by  the  farmers  for  milk 
straining  is  now  exhausted  so  that  care  must  be  taken  to  produce  a “ Clean 
milk  ”.  The  filter  pads,  which  were  introduced  to  the  majority  of  farmers  by 
the  Manager  of  the  States  Dairy  were  most  hygienic,  inasmuch  as  they  could 
only  be  used  once. 

One  farmer  was  prosecuted  and  fined  £1  for  selling  milk  with  approxi- 
mately 30%  water  added. 

During  the  year,  268  inspections  of  farms,  and  215  inspections  of  milk 
depots  were  made.

WATER. 

From  January  to  June  five  samples  of  water  were  taken,  four  of  which 
were  sent  to  London  for  analysis.  At  the  beginning  of  July,  owing  to  changed 
local  conditions,  it  was  thought  that  there  was  the  possibility  of  a water  short- 
age. Consequently  a notice  was  posted  in  the  local  papers  offering  free  analysis 
of  water  for  domestic  purposes  from  supplies  other  than  the  States  Water 
Supply.  A number  of  people  availed  themselves  of  this  opportunity,  as  will 
be  seen  in  the  table.

DISINFECTIONS. 

Thirteen  houses  were  disinfected  for  the  Homes  for  Workers  Committee 
and  one  for  the  Board  of  Administration, 
ill — .1941 
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Seventy-eight  rooms  were  disinfected  in  connection  with  notifiable  in- 
fectious diseases.  As  usual  bedding  and  wards  were  disinfected- at  the  Town, 
Country  and  Victoria  Hospitals,  and  the  Lady  Ozanne  Maternity  Home. 

Four  stables  were  disinfected  after  cases  of  bovine  anthrax. 

The  month  of  January  was  a very  busy  one  for  this  department,  as  a 
result  of  a case  of  malignant  pustule  being  admitted  to  the  King  Edward 
Sanatorium.  The  man  was  employed  by  a firm  of  artificia.  manure  merchants, 
and  was  believed  to  have  been  infected  by  the  Anthrax  Bacillus,  through 
handling  these  manures.  Samples  of  various  manures  were  taken  from  the 
firm  and  B.  Anthracis  was  found  in  a bag  of  hoofs  and  horns.  Seventy-five 
samples  of  manures  were  taken  from  the  importers  of  manures.  These  were 
as  follows  : — Hoofs  and  horns,  horn  shavings,  wool  shoddy,  blood,  bone  meal, 
Indian  hoofs  and  meat  meal.  Hairs  from  the  patient’s  shaving  brush  were 
also  cultured.  A number  of  mice  were  inoculated  and  cultures  made  from  the 
heart,  liver  and  spleen.  A total  of  136  slides  were  made  and  examined.  This 
work  extended  over  the  whole  month  of  January. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  various  tables,  fewer  notices  have  been  ssrved  on 
property  owners  to  effect  repairs  and/or  alterations.  Owing  to  a shortage  of 
materials  and  a considerably  higher  cost  of  those  procurable  notices  were 
served  only  in  very  urgent  cases.  Particularly  during  the  latter  half  of  the 
year,  much  time  has  been  given  to  milk  and  water  supplies.  Under  the  cir- 
cumstances the  quality  of  the  milk  has  not  suffered  to  any  appreciable  extent. 
Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  the  average  of  non-fatty  solids  was  a little  lower  than 
the  previous  years.  The  results  of  the  Methylene  Blue  tests  have  been  con- 
sistently good,  and,  as  previously  mentioned,  filter  pads  are  not  obtainable, 
these  results  are  very  gratifying.  Unfortunately  we  are  not  at  present  in  a 
position  to  obtain  bacterial  counts.  These,  done  jointly  with  the  Methylene 
Blue  test  would  be  most  interesting  and  helpful.
